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for performing the duties required by this chap-
ter. All the aforesaid salaries shall be paid quar-
ter yearly out of the county treasury of their re-
spective counties.”

SectioN 2. All acts and parts of acts conflict- Repeal.
ing with the provisions of this act, are hereby re-
pealed.

This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
